Amy language Sohool(ALS) as language Instructor since 
1955 and la presently Course Developer and Acting Chalraan 
of the Lithuanian Department, He adviced upon Interview 
1/31/&2 that while residing in Lithuania In 19*11, hie 
daughters were deported to Siberia. RASTIXIS and hie* wife 
subsequently 'resided In Oorseny and traveled to the united " 
States in 19*9. Ha was naturalised in,. Washing ton, D.C., 

In 195*. He advised that idille In DP camp in Oemany In 
19*5, he was reguested by Lit h ua ni a n authorities to 
" furnish information regarding pare onatt and political matters, 
In which event it sight be possible to allow his daughters 
to leave Siberia. RASTIXIS declined and reported the 
request to Aseriean Military Government. RASTZKXS advised 
-that ho has had no eentaofe with Soviet pexsonnel alnoe 
arrival In the United States. His wife, using a fictitious s 
nase, has maintained co rrespon dence and has sont packages 
to their two daughters who now reside In the USSR. RA3TXKX3 
Identified one daughter as the wife of a oolloetlve fats 
worker and the other daughter aa a medical student. :

Oroup, Presidio of Konfccrey, adviced that a casual confidential 
contact of that agency believed to be fairly reliable on 
September 28, Ijol, furnished the following information - 
pertaining to 52ASYS 3A$riKIS, bom September 13/ ld9§, 
at Xursena, Lithuania, an instructor at the U. 3 , Away 
Language School (ALS), Presidio of Monterey, Callfor;»4^; ^ 

n HASTIKIS suffered many hard chips during 
wwix, including tho loss of HIS two daughters Mho 
wore seized by the Soviot Forces which invaded 
Lithuania* These daughters had boon considered 
deceased until fairly recently when source learned 
through a conversation with SUBJECT that HE had been 
7 in contact with a* least one of HIS daughters, now 
married and residing with her family in the Union 
of Soviet Socialist lie pub lie (USSfl). SUBJECTS ' 
o has stated that Hi; hat& been receiving letters from 
the daughter, and Jbi turn had been sending packages 
of Cood and clothing; as well as aonoynto iier. Source 
received the impression that SUBJECT is being imposed 
upon by the daughter and that SUBJECT might be u 
extending UIHSKLF ri:>ahcially in order to send the 
mentioned items to HIS daughter in USSfi. Source 
believes SUBJECT to bo unquestionably loyal to the 
Uriited .States, but oxprescod the opinion that SUBJECT 
night become an unwilling infonaant for hostile 
intelligence if pressure vac /ykerted up n HXti using 
iUS daughter’s well being sc a lever.

RA3TIKI3 stated that he had bean on officer In 
the Russian Amy during World War I* 1915-1918; 1919-1921 
prisoner of war In 0338; 1934*4939 sewed oe nJLUtax^ staff 
" diplomatic mission* to Bstonla* Latvia, Boland* 0338* Germany, 
franco* and England; 1930-1932 at goneral staff academy in 
-5 tommy; 1945-1949 at BP cups In Ooroany; 1952-1953 
sent by O, S. Government to England and: tommy. ito advised 
he had contributed about 1000 articles to Lithuanian 
military magazines and newspapers In Lit h ua nia and U. 3. 
Written books captioned ’’Military History of Lithuania* ' 
"Instructions and Consul tationo for Military Arbitrators* ” 
and ’'Lithuanian Mod Cross In acilo.' ,

3IASYS iMSnxiS was Interviewed on January 31, 1962, 
by SAs VLLLLAM 9. MC LAUOHUW end MAYHE K. WELCH at „ 

Monterey, California. He adviced that be resides with his 
Wire, ELSHA KAJUJA JJASTOOS at 77* Sine Street, Monterey, 
end is regularly eaployod as a Course Soveloper in the !i 
Lithuanian Departaent of, the U. S. AL3. He atatod that 
he has been continually employed at the ALS slneo 1955 
and that he Is also presently the Acting Chairuan of the 
depsrtoant due to an extended absence of the regular 
ohalrosn. .. - 

HASTDCI3 related that he was an officer* in tho 
Lithuanian Amy from 1914 until 1940, when the Amy was 
disbanded after the Invasion of Lithuania by the Hussions. 
HASTIK13 related that he went Into hiding to avoid arrest 
but that his wife was In prison until 1941.

Curing 1941, the HASflKIS's threo daughters,* 
together with the parents of both Hr. and Mrs. 3ASTIKXS, 
wore sent to 3iberla in a nee deportation of Lithuanian 
oltisena. All of the HA3TXKX3 fhally subsequently died 
In Siberia with the exception of two of the 1 daughters. 

In 1941, JUSTICES Obtained oaploynent at a auseua 
in Knnnan, Lithuania, and In 1944 ho and hie wife traveled 
to Oexmny, eventually coning to the Ohltod States In 1949. 

In 1943 or,, 1944, according to KA3TIKI3, Lithuanian 
colonies of the italted States established contact with 
Lithuanian groups In Siberia and letters and packages were . 
thereafter sent to Stain fro e the United States. As tho 
result of correspondence froo the Uiited states to Siberia, 
the uho readouts of RASTDCZS's daughters was ascertained and 
the Lit huani an Consul General in New York City subsequently 
corresponded with HASTIKIS and advised bin of the location 
of. his daughters. sS" . 

iUSTXJOS stated that his first contact with his 
daughters did not occur until he arrived in the Ohltod states 
and that the JUSTDCESee have subsequently corresponded with 
their daughters and have sent occasional packages of food and 
clothing. He advised that they presently correspond about 
four tiaos a year. 
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lie observed that in on effort to conceal hie 
identity 03 a correspondent of his daughters, tad does not ,, 
personally write to thc&» - Ho explained that his wife prepares j
